She tes- 
tified to having been compelled to leave her 
husband after many qu trrels, and when be 
would not let her in the hon&e, she consented to 
go with her brother to Reuo, Nev., and on the 
afternoon of the tragedy talked with him in the 
presence of Haverstick of the matter. That 
evening all three talked over the matter. Sud- 
denly Haverstick threw off his coat and 
seizing something, flung it at her brother. She 
rushed between, and a shot was fired. Haver- 
htick, she reluctantly admitted, had quarreled 
with her that evening, and si .pped her lace, but 
she added • He dida't mean to hurt me." Conk- 
li-g, in his own behalf, ia detail told the st ry 
ol his coming here to effect, if possible, a recon- 
ciliation between his sister and her husband, or 
take her home with him. 
He failed in the first 


object, and after a conversation with his sister, 
they had decided to go to Lebanon, Pa., to see 
her children, and thence t..

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THE BISMARCK WEHKt 


TOE YELLOWSTONE PABK. 


By the act of congress approved Maich 


1,1872, a certain tract of land in the terri- 
tories of Montana and Wyoming, lying 
near the headwaters of the Yellowstone 
river, and particularly described therein, 
was reserved and withdrawn from settle- 
ment, occnpancy and sale under the laws 
of the United States, and dedicated and 
set apart as a public park or pleasure 
ground for the benefit and enjoyment ol 
the people; and the same was placed un- 
der the exclusive control of the secretary 
of the interior, whose duty it was made to 
"majfce and publish such rules and regu- 
latioris as he may deem necessary or 
proper for the care and management of 
the same; it being further directed by the 
said act that these regulations should pro- 
vide for the preservation from injury or 
spoliation of all timber, mineral depos- 
its, natural curiosities, or wonders within 
the park, and their retention in their nat- 
ural condition. 


The secretary of the interior was fur- 


ther authorized in his discretion to 
"grant lease, for building purposes, for 
terms not exceeding ten years,, of small 
parcels of ground, on such places in said 
park as shall require the erection of 
buildings for the accommodation of visi- 
tors ; all of the proceeds of said leases,and 
all other revenues that may be derived 
from any source connected with the park, 
to be expended under his direction in 
the management of the same, and the con- I

The purposes for which said 
lease was to be executed was as follows, 
viz: To erect a hotel and such auxiliary 
buildings, including bath houses, as may 
be necessary and adequate for the accom- 
modation of visitors—the sites for these, 
with the design and dimensions to be 
approved by the secretary; to provide and 
equip lines of stages and such other livery 
accommodations as may be deemed nec- 
essary by the secretary, and to furnish 
guides to point out to visitors the national 
curiosities and wonders within the park; 
to place yachts, sailing and row boats 
upon the water, this,privilege not to con- 
flict with any other theretofore granted to 
other parties; to construct and operate a 
line of telegraph from the hotel to sueh

in ; and it was made his duty to provide 
against the wanton destruction of the fish 
and game found within said park, and 
"against their capture anxl desiructi 
for the purpose of merchandise of profit; 
and to cause all persona trespassing on 
the same to be removed therefrom." In 
addition to this, he was authorized to 
taKe all such measures as should be neces- 
sary or proper to fully carry out the object 
and purposes of the act. 


The authority here given to the secre- 


tary of the interior is plain and explicit. 
The words of the act are few, but convey 
no doubt as to their meaning. They are 
directly to the point? and hence present 
an impenetrable barrier to the seeker alter 
loop-holes to crawl in and attempt to con- 
strue it in any manner to suit his ulterior 
purpose. The value of the act consists in 
its simplicity and its comprehensiveness 
—herein lie the advantage to be gained 
from it hereafter by the American people, 
for whose benefit the act was passed and 
intended. 


At the time of its passage by congress 


enough was known of the tract thus set 
apart to justify its being made into a park 
or pleasure ground for the people. It 
abounded in wonders and natural curiosi- 
ties, but the matchless grandeur of its 
scenery; its numberless springs of hot 
and cold water, of a mineral and medici- 
nal nature;its pulsating geysers: its hand 
some plateaus; itslossil forests;, its natur- 
al bridges; its deposits of sulphur, alum 
and other minerals of scientific ,aud com- 
mercial value; its forests of the,most val- 
uable kinds of timbers; to say naught of 
its lakes and rivers with the fish therein, 
and of the noble and interesting animals 
which roamed through its forests were 
not fully understood or made known until 
in after years, from deve'opments made 
by tourists and men of science. American 
and European scientists who visited it 
and made explorations were unanimous 
in styling it "The Wonderland," and were 
embittered at the fact that it wa i neglect- 
ed by congress, and that, no provision was 
made for protecting it from the vanda- 
lism which was con linually destroy ing its 
most prominent wonders, itsXbesl timber 
and most valuable animals. ^ 


A period of six years elapsed before 


congress made any appropriation for its 
impiovement; in the meantime the park 
being the resort of a class of men who 
kindled disastrous fires, slaughtered 
game, despoiled geyser-cones and other 
interesting formations, but who not only 
practiced all sorts of extortion upon tour- 
ists, but robbed them. 
After the first ap- 


propriation made by congress, in-August, 
1878, a superintendent was placed over 
the park and some slight improvements 
were made. These appropriations have 
been yearly continued since that date, but 
being of a meagre and nominal character 
the work of destruction and vandalism 
was never stopped, and it has increased 
proportionately as the valuable cnaracter 
of the curiosities ot the park became 
more generally known. 
Only as late as 


last fall 
reliable 
reports 
were re- 


ceived by the secretary of the interior 
that thousands of acres of beautiful, aa 
well as standing timber, were wantonly 
destroyed—that rare and choice game 
•was ruthlessly slaughtered, and that gey- 


pointsas might be required lor public con-

being given to alter the natural sources of

If the reader w^ia tune pains and look 
at the map of Dakota he will notice the c >urse 
of Mouse rivtr making a halt circle in the coun- 
ty, and no doubt but what the stream will me- 
ander one hundred miles within the county. 
Both s ides i f the river are heavily timbered' 
with oak, ash, elm and poplar. Hay can be cut 
on the low bottoms from three to four tons per 
icie. Not O'ie-fuurth of this valuable limber 
has been taken np yet, A large immigration M 
looked for her«- in the spring.

Oie Cities of the Civilized World Grow- 


ing at the Expense of the 


Country.

All over the world the cities are growing 


'aster than the country that must feed and 
dothe them. Population is rising everywhere, 
syen in almost stationary Prance, nearer to 
Jigh-water mark It is running westward in 
itrong currents through every open waj it can 
ind, and as it runs the whirlpools are getting 
leeper and quicker that sweep the yeomanry 
nto the maelstrom of city life. The country 
'eeds the city with its grain and meat and with 
•he fresh life its consuming energies demand- 
Dhe city never returns any of these products 
)f the soil Its unceasing cry is, Give, give' 
rhis is an age of concentration—concentration 
>f money, of power, and, not by any means 
:he least significant, of population. 


The figures of this citifying of the population 


>f this county, as given in the compendium of 
-he census just published, are startling. In 
L700 one-thirtieth of our people lived in cities; 
m 1800 one-twenty-fifth; in 1810 one-twentieth. 
This was not changed in 1820. In 1830 one,- 
Hxteenth; in 1840 one-twelfth; in 1850 one- 
Jighth; in 1860 one-sixth: in 1870 one-fifth; 
ind in 1880 tlie city population is 23.5 per 
«nt. of the whole, or almost one-quarter. 


In England the population increased between 


1871 and 1881 by 3,113,170. Of that the cities 
Joined 2,800,079. Almost all of the increase 
iras in the hiving centres. 


The figures for France are still more strik- 


ing. In 1876 the population of the whole 
nation was 24,945,064, and of this 11,960,724 
were in the towns. In the five years that have 
foljowed the whole ^country has gained but 
389,679, and of this Earis has absorbed 337,000. 
Out of an annual advent of 77,934 new souls 
the metropolis captured 67,400. The rest of 
the country gets only the remaining 10,500. 


All the tendencies of modern life have been 


toward the development of the agencies of ex- 
change and production. Prices that used to be 
fixed in thousands of local independent markets 
that hardly ever heard from each other ara» 
now regulated either by some of- onr giant 
combinations or by the coi mopolitan influence 
rrf boards of trade and stock exchanges. The 
spinners who once drove their wheels by the 
•fireside of home with one foot on the treadle 
and the other on the rocker of a cradle have 
been consolidated into mammoth factories. 
The weaver is no longer a village figure in the 
landscape of England. Onr artisans, once 
their own masters, have had- to enlist in the 
service of steam, and are massed by trie rail- 
roads at the strategic-points of trade and com- 
merre. 


When sheep hndclle together those in the1 


centre of the crash are squeezed to death. 
That is just what is going on to-day in our 
cities 
The pressure of the whole mass is con- 
stantly forcing crroi led men and women into 
their graves, or, what is worse, into the slums. 
The condition of the/poor of our great cities is 
awfuL London. New York, and, alas! even 
young Chicago. haVe all the same sad storv to 
tell of human deterioration? In London $3,000 - 
000 w spent every year on .the hospitals and 
dispensaries of the poor. One million patients 
ai-a treated—one-quarter of its population 
This expenditure is incurred miinlv to patch 
nr> thRwetched poor who have been injured 
by barl drainage, want of ventilatinn darkness 
and other ill-surroundings of their homes. A 
pustule or two of thi« sociil eruption has been 
touched by the individual and municipal phil 
anlhropy of London; a little, bnt only a li»t!e 
has been done in New Ycfk by their system of 
sanitary inspection, and in Chicago we have 
m4de the beginning of a beginning. The 
sources of the disease have not been touched.' 


As far as the mechanics of society are con- 


cerned, the concentration of men, like that 
of capita] and tools, i« an advantage np to a 
certain point But the cityward drift of the 
rnoderu world has gone so much farther 
than this as to produce the gravest evils not 
on'y of individual misery which has alwavs 
existed bnt of political, and social, and in- 
(Instral relations. Onr cities are the swarm- 
ing places for bnmmers and their bosses. 
It 


w in the cities that the masses are found that 
threaten onr civilization more with the;r 
quiet corruption tlian with violence. 
Cities 


control the transportation, the mai kets the 
fanhionp, the morals of the coi trv 
They 


import the farmers' grain, ca*tle, and' sugar 
and send him back oleoma'-jrarine elnco=e' 
and diseased beef canned. They import the 
country bov, antl make him into a Jay Gould 


The city holds the best and the worst exl 
trenie tynes of the ernod and bad—the highest 
wealth, the deepest poverty—the most intense 
activity, the moat utter iudolenca 
Cities are 


the glands of social life. Too ranch blood IB 
goinginto them. Thev are passing bevond 
healthy activity into a state of congestion ' The 
overgrowth of our cities is an evidence of 
widening disparity of social conditions. As 
the cities grow inequa'ities erow, and the larg, 
er they become the wider will be the gap be- 
tween the very rich and the very poor, and the 
deeper the preservative middle class will sink 
out of sight 


Everything indicates that 
onr American 
cities will continue as in the past to grow more 
rapidly than the rest of the country. Our tele 
graphs, telephones, railroads are 'maUng the 
rnost of onr rural territory mere outlying wards 
of the central cities. The continental United 
States thereby becomes as volatile as the small- 
est of the little Grecian republics, and can 
easily become a continental mob. Every great 
problem before us, from the "corners" of rich 
syndicates to the moral and physical dirt of the 
proletariat, centres in onr cities Their growth 
11 a anre index of that of onr future troubles. 


Pre-Histojplc Man. 


In the skeletons fonnd in caves and rocks 


belonging to races of men who have lived 
thousands of years before history began, are 
found evidences that the same diseases flour- 
ished then that now afflict humanity. Wounds 
were found, of course, as was to have been ex- 
pected; but it is also clear that the primitive 
man who lived in the stone age, before metals 
were used, and when perhaps even fire was not 
yet employed in cooking food, had diseases 
such as rheumatism, cancers, distortions of 
limb, and undoubtedly malarial troubles. This 
evidence is found in the remains. Poets have 
told us of the simple and happy life of the 
golden age in the past; bnt scientific investi- 
gation has dispel ed these illusions, and estab- 
lished the fact that the lot of men.in the past as 
in the present, was not a happv one. It ia the 
modern civilized, man who enjoys the best 
health, for even in our day the savage races 
are more prone to disease than those who lead 
what seems an artificial lifOftn the best circles 
of mode"n communities. Onr savage ancestry 
must have led dismal lives. They were ex- 
posed to all the fury of the elements, to the at- 
tack of wild leasts, and worse than all their 
nntutored imaginations filled the universe with 
evil spirits, which demanded sacrifices and 
filled their waking hours with fearful phan- 
ta«ms. Within a few hundred years, people 
m this country i believed m witchcraft, then 
whaf must humanity have suffered in the ages 
long 
ag<h when the 
whole world was 


peopled wjth fetishes possessing the power to 
inflict physical pain.

The mother took her 
to her bosom as though afraid death or some 
evil agency would steal the treasure, and the 
baby nestled there as confidingly and con- 
tented as though ahe held the place by the 
right of birth.

"The Old Oaken Bucket" was written by 


Wood worth in New York city during the hot 
summer of 1817. Ha came into the house and 
drank a glass of water, and then said, "How 
much more refreshing it would be to take a 
good long drink from the old oaken bucket 
that used to hang in my father's well!" His 
wife heard the remark, and suggested that it 
was a nappy thought for a poem. He sat down 
and wrote the song as we have it 
"Goodman, 


Spare That Tree," was the result of an incident 
hat happened to George P. Morris. A friend'* 
mother had owned a little place in the country 
which she was obliged, from poverty, to sell 
On the property grew a large oak which had

by

grandfather. The 


purchaser of the house and land

Morns' fr'Mid paid him $10 for a bond 
that the oak should be spared. Morris heard 
SJ2ft5ry>eaw the tree and wrote the song. 
"Old Dog Tray," of which 125,000 copies were 
sold in the first eighteen months after its pub- 
lication, was written by Foster on a piece of 
brown wrapping paper, in the back room of a 
grocery store, where he was fond of lounging. 
Poor' Foster's last days were extremely un- 
happy. He lived in New York, personally a 
stranger, but known to every one through hia 
Bongs. 


Foster's "Old Folks at Home" was the best 


song he ever wrote. Over 400,000 copies were 
sold by the firm that first published it, and 
the author is said to have received $15,000 for 
his share of the sale. The idea of writing ne- 
gro me!o lies occurred to Foster from seeing 
what pleasure was given by the crude absur i- 
ties presented in his time by the minstrels. He 
thought he could do better. 
"Kathleen Ma- 


vourneen" was sold by Crouch, the author, for 
$'25, and brought the publishers as many 
thousands. Crouch was hopelessly improvi- 
dent, and in his latter days became a tramp. 
When Mad. Titiens was in this country a num- 
ber of years ago she sung "Kathleen Mavour- 
neen," in New York, when a dirty tramp in- 
troduced himself aa Crouch, was recognized, 
and thanked her for Binering the song so well. 
"Bonnie Doon" was the only English song that 
the Emperor, Napoleon liked. He detested all 
the music of Britain, and at StiHele.'ia said that 
it was the only tolerable composition the Eng- 
lish had ever produced. Til Hang My Harp 
on a Willow Tree," is said to have been the 
composition of a young English nobleman who 
had fallen hopelessly in love with the Princess 
Victoria. When she succeeded to the throne he 
gave up in despair and wrote this famous bal- 
lad. "Annie Laurie" is 200 years old, and wia 
the production of a man named Douglass to 
celebrate the praise of a girl named Laurie. 
The lady afterward, with true feminine incon- 
stancy, deserted the man who made her fa- 
mous and married another man named Fergu- 
son.

George W. Cable continues bis series of illns- 


trated historical papers in The Century, with 
an entertaining description of "The End of 
Foreign Dominion in Louisiana,* which in- 
cludes the following account of the first suc- 
cess there in sugar making: 


In 1791 the blacks of 8t Domingo rose in 


rebellion. Refugees flew in every direction. 
A few found their way to Louisiana. They 
had been prosperous sugar makers, and pres- 
ently the efforts that had ceased for twenty- 
five years came again to life. Two Spaniards, 
Mendez and Soils, in that year erected on the 
;onfines of New Orleans, the one a distillery 
ind the other a battery of sugar kettles, and 
manufactured rum and syrup. 


Still the Creoles, every year less able than 


ihe year before to make rash experiments, 
struggled against the misfortunes that multi- 
plied around the cultivation of indigo, until 
1794 found them without hope. 


At this juncture appeared Etienne de Bore. 


He was a man of fifty-four, a Creole of the 
Illinois district, but of a distinguished Nor- 
man family; he had lived in France from the 
age of four to thirty-two, had served with the 
king's monsquetaires, had married a lady 
whose estate was in Louisiana near New Or- 
leans, and had returned with her to the prov- 
ince, and had become an indigo planter. 
The 


year 4704 found him face to face with ruin. His 
father-in-law, Destrehan, had in former years 
been one of the last to abandon sugar culture. 
His wife and friends warned, him against the 
resolution be was taking; but he persisted in 
bis determination to abandon indigo, and risk 
all that was left to him on tha chance of a suc- 
cess which, if achieved, would insure deliver- 
ance and fortune to himself and the commu- 
nity. He bought a quantity of canes from 
Mendez and Solis, planted on the land where 
the seventh district (late Carrollton) now 
stands, and while his crop was growing erected 
a mill, and prepared himself for the moment- 
ous season of "grinding." 


His fellow planters looked on with the live- 


liest—not always with the most hopeful—in- 
terest, and at length they gathered about him 
to see the issue of the experiment in which 
only he could be more deeply concerned than 
they. In the whole picturesque history of tha 
Louisiana Creoles few scenes offer BO striking 
a subject for a painter as that afforded in this 
episode: The dark sugar-house; the battery 
of huge caldrons, with their yellow juice 
boiling like a sea, half-hidden^ in clouds 
of steam; the half-clad, shining negroes 
swinging 
the 
gigantic 
utensils 
with 


which the seething flood is dipped from kettle 
to kettle*; here, grouped at the end of the bat- 
tery, the Creole planters with anxious faces 
drawing around their central figure as closely 
as they can • and in tbe midst the old mous- 
quetaire, dipping, from time to time, tha 
thickening juice, repeating again and again his 
simple-tests, until, in the moment of final trial, 
there is a look of suspense, and instantly after 
it the hands are dropped, heads are raised, tha 
brow is wiped, and there is a long breath of 
relief—"it granulates!" 


The people were electrified. Etienne de Bora 


marketed $13,000 worth of superior sugar. The 
absence of interdictions that had stifled earlier 
trade enabled him to sell his product to ad- 
vantage.. The agriculture of the Delta was 
revolutionized; and, seven years afterwards, 
New Orleans was the market for 200,000 gallons 
of rum, 250,000 gallons of molasses.and 5,000,- 
000 pounds of sugar. The town contained some 
tweve distilleries—probably not a subject for 
unmixed congratulation—and a sugar refinery 
which produced about 200,000 pounds of loaf 
sugar; while on the other hand the production 
of indigo had declined to a total of 3,000 
pounds, and soon after ceased./

Waiting made him un- 
easy, and the placita was a quieting resort 
Then, too, under the influence of an absorbing 
sentiment—dwelling long and often on the 
mental vision of whom he longed to see—he 
liked to look at the pleasant face of the little 
Mexican girl, and trace out, again and again, 
the fancied resemblance.

Morgan's achievements drew to his standard 


uome of the best talent and bravest men hi the 
south. It also called about him a class of char- 
acters who were more eager for plunder than 
for legitimate warfare. While his command 
Was small he was able to and did control all ex- 
cesses, but as it increased in numbers, owing 
to its peculiar character, it naturally deterior- 
ated in character and discipline. When a bat- 
tle was in ordsr his ranks were seldom full, 
but when the bugle sounded for a raid more 
responded than he was able to arm and equip. 
To this element must be attributed the ex- 
cesses committed by Morgan's men—excesses, 
however, which always exist in a civil war %nd 
from which the northern army was by no 
means free. 


It was in the spring of 1863 that Gea Mor- 


gan resolved npon the Ohio raid, and began to 
make preparations for it 
Scouts were sent 


through Kentucky to examine the fords of the 
Ohio, river at Buffington island and other 
points; the place of crossing the Ohio river on 
the raid through the state was selected, as well 
as the general line of march. 


The rebel army under Gen. Bragg lay around 


Tullahoma. His cavalry reached out on both 
flanks, and Gen. Buckner, with a small force, 
occupied East Tennessee. The rebel forces 
in Tennessee did' not etceed 30,000. Gen. 
uosecrana confronted Brag,?'a main army with

General Bragg had ordered 
General Morgan to create a diversion bv a 
raid fate Kentncky. In obedience to orders 
General Morgan crossed 
the Ohio river 
and meant to cross it when he began his march. 
Every man in the expedition realized the dan- 
gers of the undertakmg,but they had unbound- 
ed faith in Morgan's ability tocarrv them 
safely through. On the llth of June the col- 
umn was in motion. 1} crossed the Cumber- 
land river near Rome, and camped and pre- 
pared to attacK Carthage, but abandoned the 
attack upon an order from General Brag" who 
wanted him to hasten to Monticello, Ky., and 
intercept s raiding party of Federal cavalry 
under General Saunders.

He waked the^teary trooper up by poking a 
shot-gun in his face, and the rebel eirren- 
dered. Santa took him to town, where lie was 
greeted as a hero by a thousand excited peo- 
ple, who had never seen a iive rebel The 
prisoner felt badly. He said he had ridden all 
over the south and never been killed or cap- 
tured, but to come north and be captured by a 
one-legged negro was a depth of degrada tion to 
which he had hoped never to sink. Arac ng the 
local stories current Hbout Chillicothe is the 
following: Harvey Scott, of The Gazette, who 
has since died at Lancaster, and Hon. E. B. 
Esholman, who now lives at Wooster, but who 
was the editor of The Chillicothe Advertiser, or- 
ganized a scouting expedition to glean si me in- 
formation !
